Blossoma Uncooked, 


In these- duya one would hardly call 


a dinner of rosebuds n feast, nor 
hhoultl we be Inclined to accept on in- 
vitation to dine on the blossoms of th» 
pumpkin vine. Tct home Indians, Ilko 
tho old Aztecs, used to esteem those 
dowers, when properly prepared, a 
great dainty. 


So. In tlie same way, do natives of 


innny parls of India depend for food 
upon the blossoms of the basslu tree 
They do not nocd even to cooU the 
flowers, but make n good meal of them 
raw. These blossoms arc described as 
sweet nnd sickly In odor and tastu. 
They are sometimes dried In tho sun, 
when they are kept nnd sold In ba. 
zaars as a regular article of diet. 


'1'hc trees are so highly esteemed that 


the Uireat of cutting down their bnssla 
trees will generally bring an unruly 
tribe to terms. This is perhaps not to 
be wondered at when It Is considered 
that a single tree will yield from 200 
to -100 pounds of Ilowcrs. The Parsccs 
cook the tlowers and also make BWeet- 
nients of them.

agreeable varieties In our bill of fare, 
tut few, perhaps, would feel ready to 
plend guilty to n taste for amoXed flow- 
ers.

To Lighten Woman's Work on Farm. 


President Joe Cook of the Mississippi 


Normal college believes that the tlrst 
step In tlie education of women In the 
country should be the elimination of 
needless farm drudgery. 
No m.ittcr 


now good the rural school may be, he 
declares, It cannot help permanently 
In making !lf.o in the country nttnc- 
tive unless there goes with It the move- 
ment to lighten the labor of women, on 
the farm. 


The wnter supply In particular rouses 


President Cook's Indignation. He is 
convinced that as much as nine-tenths 
of tho drudgery of women on the farm 
is due to antiquated methods of han- 
dling the water supply. Ilere is the 
way he states the case in a bulletin of 
the United Slates bureau ot education: 


"The getting of the water from the 


source of supply to the point oC appli- 
cation requires more manual labor 
than any other Item of housekecplnB. 
The water for the kitchen has to be 
lifted from tho well, carried to the 
kitchen, poured Into n kettle, poured 
out of the kettle Into tho dishpan aucl 
from the dlshpnn out of doors. This 
makes six times the water is handled, 
nnil n bucket of wnter containing two 
gallons, with the containing vessel, will 
wetKh twenty pounds. 
When tUN Is 


handled six tii*es the total lifting Is 
120 pounds. 
The cooking of three 


meals a day on a meager allowance of 
water 
will necessitate ton buckets, 


which will make for cooking alone 
1,200 
pounds of llftlujc per day. When 


to this Is added the water necessary 
for bathing, scrubbing and the weekly 
wnsb. it will easily bring the lift per 
day >ip to n ton. and the lifting of n 
ton a day will take the elasticity out of 
a woman's step, the bloom out of her 
check nnd the enjoyment from her 
soul." 


To eliminate this Item of drudgery Is 


cnsy, according to President Cook. All 
that Is necessary is for the farmer to 
realize that Die farm Is also the heir 
to modern Invention. "An Isol Ued farm 
can be supplied with a system of wa- 
terworks for an outlay of about $2."0: 
Pump, 523; gasoline engine, $10; tank, 
$20; bathtub. J20; commode, $20; kitch- 
en sink, J-t; basin, $4; DOO feet of pipe, 
$•10; valves and Installation, $7C. These 
figures arc for flrst class porcelain 
lined fixtures; cheaper fixtures can be 
hail. 
Such a system, if Intelligently 


and compactly planned, will not only 
supply all of the household needs, but 
will supply practically all the farm 
ue«infbeside*."
